The proposed plans of the Army Nurse | 


Corps, while not completed to a point 
where an actual blue print may be laid 
before Congress is part of the recently 
announced sweeping program looking to- 
ward a general reorganization of the post- 
war Medical Department as outlined re- 
cently by Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The 
Surgeon General of the Army. 

Since the birth of the Army Nurse 
Corps 45 years ago, more than one hun- 
dred thousand nurses have served in the 
Service. Fifty-seven thousand was the 
peak strength of the Nurse Corps during 
World War II, and at the present time 
approximately 30,000 nurses are still on 
duty throughout the world. Along with 
their future plans, Army nurses are now 
on duty wherever American troops are 
Stationed; with the occupation forces in 

Tmany and Japan and on our island 
bases in the Atlantic and in the Pacific, 
48 well as working with displaced per- 
Sons in Europe, and in public health po- 
sitions wherever the health of the civilian 
population jeopardizes the health of our 
American Army.

Enlisted Retirement Privileges 

The War Department this week re- 
ported to the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee on the amendment to include 
| the Army in the provisions of the Navy's 
| bill for 16 and 20 year retirements for 
enlisted men, but declined either to sup- 
| port or oppose the measure. 

Upon receipt of the report, Senator 
Thomas of Utah, chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee, told the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL that he will put the bill before 
his committee for action next Tuesday. 

“Due to the limited time available for 
the preparation of this report,” Under 
| Secretary Royall said in a letter to Sena- 

tor Thomas, chairman of the Senate Mili- 

tary Committee, “the War Department 

has been unable to make a complete study 

of the effect the enactment of the bill, 

as passed by the House, would have upon 
| the permanent Military Establishment.” 
The bill, S. 1438, originally provided a 
16-year retirement for Navy enlisted men 
and also a new 20-year retirement for 
the Navy with higher rates of pay than 
accorded under present law. The bill was 
approved by the Senate, but on the floor 
of the House it was amended by motion 
of Representative Sparkman to include 
the Army within its provisions. The bill 
was then returned to the Senate for agree- 
ment or disagreement with the House 
amendmefit. Chairman Thomas of the 
Senate Military Committee asked the 
War Department, before the Holidays, 
for its views on the extension of these 
more beneficial provisions to Army ep- 
listed men. 

In his letter to Senator Thomas, Under 
Secretary Royall said: 

Equal Benefits 

“It should be noted that in its consideration 
of the Armed Forces Voluntary Recruitment 
Act of 1945, the Congress determined that the 
retirement benefits for enlisted personnel of 
the Army should be equalized with those pro- 
vided for enlisted members of the Navy, and 
provision was made in that Act for the volun- 
tary retirement of military personnel after 
twenty or more years’ service with retired

Navy-Marine Selection Out 

Conferees on 8.1405, reinstituting, “se- 
lection out” in the Navy and Marine 
Corps, reached an agreement this week 
and presented their report to the House 
where it was approved. Senate action 
will be delayed by the filibuster now in 
progress, 

In their report the Conferees restored 
the original Senate provision providing 
that decision with respect to temporary 
rank be made by the Secretary of Navy. 
In this connection, the report asserted 
that the administration of the House ver- 
sion, which set up boards for the purpose, 
would require an enormous amount of 
work, would create delays and doubts as 
to the amount of retired pay officers 
would receive, and would probably create 
inequities of treatment in individual cases 
by necessary changes in membership 
boards. 

Senate conferees agreed to House 
amendments which provide that members 
of section boards be senior in perma- 
nent rather than temporary rank, and 
than an officer be eligible for retirement 
in the highest rank in which he served 
prior to 30 June 1946. 

In addition the conferees concluded 
that officers shall be recalled to active 
duty in the grades, ranks, or ratings in 
which they were retired, unless entitled 
by law to a higher status. 


Temporary Promotions 


The War Department 1 Feb. tightened 
requirements for the temporary promo- 
tion of officers. 

Minimum service in grade before pro- 
motion to next higher grade now required 
is: 

Lt. Col. 30 months; Major, 24 months; 
Captain, 24 months; 1st Lt., 18 months; 
and 2nd Lt., 18 months. 

As previously, overseas service counts 
as time and one half.

Post-War Army Studies 


General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, has returned to 
the War Department Organization Board 
its recently submitted report, with amend- 
ments, for further study. 

The Organization Board, of which Lt. 
Gen. William H. Simpson is president, 
was reconvened late last yeur for further 
study of suggestions and proposals con- 
cerning the organization and composition 
of the post-war Army commenced by the 
Board under the leadership of the late 
Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch. The report 
as recently submitted is understood to 
be similar in most respects to that sub- 
mitted by the Patch Board. 

It is also understood that one of the 
more sweeping changes suggested would 
transform Army Ground Forces into an 
Army Group Command, similar in many 
respects to the Army Groups which func- 
tioned during wartime combat operations. 
Under this command would be grouped 
the armies, corps and divisions of the 
ultimate peacetime Army. 

Very likely to be reflected in the report 
of the Organization Board are the find- 
ings of the General Board which gathered 
suggestions and proposals in the Euro- 
pean Theater for the composition of the 
post-war Army and submitted them to the 
War Department. 


Study Division Types 

In integrating the studies concerning 
the tactical doctrines, equipment and or- 
ganization of the various types of di- 
visions the General Board has made a 
comprehensive study and series of recom- 
mendations concerning the make-up of 
the ground elements of the post-war 
Army. As in each of the Board's studies, 
an impressive list of military personnel 
was consulted. In this case, General of 
the Army George C. Marshall, former 
Chief of Staff, General Omar N. Bradley, 
former commanding general of the 12th 
Army Group, and many army, corps and 
division commanders contributed recom- 
mendations. 

The major tasks and responsibilities of 
the post-war Army are five-fold: occu- 
pation of conquered enemy nations, se- 
curity of bases essential to the defense 
of the United States, maintenance of a 
strategic force prepared for emergency 
action, training of personnel and testing 
of new developments and rendering as- 
sistance to the Security Council of the 
United Nations Organization. 

In fullfilling these requirements, the 
ETO General Board has recommended 
that the strategic reserve must comprise 
the bulk of the standing Army. In all 
categories the Army must possess high 
mobility, heavy fire power and shock ac- 
tion, versatility in employment and the 
capacity for sustained independent com- 
bat. Battle and training echelon com- 
mands are advocated and it is felt that 
both be so constituted as to be readily 
divorced from each other without break 
in continuity.

Army Medico Discharges 

Secretary of War Patterson announced 
yesterday that up until 30 June physi- 
cians and dentists, except for 800 scarce 
medical specialists, will be separated from 
the service on any one of the following 
criteria: 60 points; 45 years of age; 39 
months of active duty. 





Unify Medical Purchases 


In order to assure the interchangeabil- 
ity of medical equipment between the two 
services and to unify purchases of med- 
ical supplies, an Army-Navy Medical Pro- 
curement Agency has been set up and is 
now in operation in New York City. 

The Agency is the outgrowth of a study 
of the feasibility of unifying all Army- 
Navy procurement made during the war 
by Col. (later Brig. Gen.) William H. 
Draper, AUS, and Capt. (later Rear 
Adm.) Lewis L. Strauss, USNR, at the 
instruction of the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

The recommendation for joint medical 
procurement was approved by the two 
Secretaries on 9 Oct. 1945. Combined op- 
erations began 15 December at headquar- 
ters at 52 Broadway, New York City. 

Rear Adm. K. C. Melhorn, (MC), USN, 
is director of the project, and Col. M. E. 
Griffin, (MC), USA, is officer in charge 
of the procurement office. The agency is 
staffed with Army, Navy and civilian 
personnel. 

The buying policies under which the 
Agency operates will be determined by a 
board of four officers, two from each 
service. 





Congress Asks Rapido Details 


Acting upon the insistence of the men 
of the 36th Texas Division, the House 
Military Committee this week asked the 
War Department for a full report on the 
Rapido River battle in Italy, which cost 
the loss of 2,900 men. 

At the same time Chairman May, 
(Dem., Ky.), chairman of the Committee, 
revealed that General of the Army 
Dwight D. Elsenhower was opposed to 
any Congressional investigation of the 
battle which occurred 21 Jan. 1944, de- 
claring he did not believe such a probe 
would serve any useful purpose. 

The inquiry was asked of Congress in 
the form of a petition signed at the 36th 
Division Association reunion meeting in 
Texas reecntly. 

In requesting the War Department for 
complete details on the battle Chairman 
May said that as soon as the report was 
received the Committee will study it 
closely to determine whether a formal in- 
vestigation should be held in the matter, 
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as requested by the Association. 

The resolution adopted by the associa- 
tion described the Rapido crossing as 
“one of the colossal blunders of World 
War IL” 





Army Blue Discharges 


Recommendation that all Army “blue 
discharges” be reconverted to honorable 
discharges where the records of fact ad- 
mit any doubt, and also that in cases 
where a blue discharge is necessary the 
wording be revised, was made this week 
by an investigating Committee of the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 

Declaring that from 7 Dec. 1941 to 30 
June 1945 the Army had issued 51,936 
blue discharges the Committee made its 
recommendations “with a view toward 
rectifying the mistakes and injustices 
which can so easily arise in connection 
with Army discharges.” 

“The relative informality of the board- 
of-officers procedure and its relative 
secrecy open the door to its misuse.” the 
Committee said, “however, and instances 
keep coming to light which indicate that 
abuses which are theoretically possible do 
actually exist. It is significant that the 
discharge review board has seen fit to 
change a blue to an honorable discharge 
in about one-third of the cases it has so 
far considered.” 

The committee urged that an enlisted 
man against whom allegations are made 
before a board of officers be furnished 
counsel, or be permitted to engage counsel 
of his own choice. In addition the Com- 
mittee found that examination of indi- 
vidual case histories revealed that the 
procedure involved is, in practice, fre- 
quently less than just to the man in- 
volved.

Permanent Regular Services 

Reports that the War Department has 
settled on 1,000,000 as the permanent post- 
war strength of the Regular Service were 
denied at the Department this week. 
where it was pointed out that Secretary 
2atterson on 28 January had stated that 
prospective strengths for the Army had 
not been projected beyond the 1,500,000 
set for 1 July 1946. 

Thus the Army is the only one of the 
Armed Forces which has not officially 
made public its ultimate peace-time 
strength objective. 

The Navy has announced that its peace 
time target, which it hopes to reach by 
1 Sept. 1946, is 500,000 enlisted men and 
58,000 officers. 

The Marine Corps objective, to be at- 
tained by the same date, is 100.000 en- 
listed men and 8,000 officers. 

Coast Guard plans eall for 30,000 en- 
listed men and 3,500 officers. 





Army Day Parades 

Three large parades in metropolitan 
centers and several smaller demonstra- 
tions throughout the nation will be staged 
to honor American soldiers who served 
their country in World Ware I and I 
on 6 April, the first Army Day since the 
end of the late war. 

The largest single demonstration is 
planned for Washington, D. C., where 
8,000 men of the 82nd Airborne and the 
Fifth Infantry Divisions will parade un- 
der cover of an impressive air display. 
Elements of the Second Armored Division 
will march in San Antonio, Tex., and part 
of the Second Infantry Division in San 
Francisco. 

Troops from Ft. Benning. Ga.. will 
probably go to Columbus, Ga.. and sol- 
diers from Ft Knox, Ky., are expected 
to parade in Louisville.

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Pearl Harbor Inquiry 
By Mark 8. WATSON 

‘The week’s evidence before the Congres- 
sional Joint Committee of Inquiry has 
continued to add to the dimensions of the 
record rather than to its variety. Officers 
attached to the Department at Washing- 
ton in 1941 have for the most part, as in 
the past, held that warnings sent to Ad- 
miral Kimmel in advance of Pearl Har- 
por, notably the specific “war warning” 
of Nov. 27, should have sufficed; con- 
versely, those attached to Admiral Kim- 
mel’s Pacific Fleet headquarters at the 
time have for the most part, as in the past, 
held that if information long extant in 
Washington had been forwarded promptly 
and fully, better use could have been 
made of it. 

In the latter group Vice Admiral W. W. 
Smith, the Pacific Fleet’s chief of staff 
in 1941, was most outspoken. In every 
detail he supported Admiral Kimmel’s 
eurlier testimony, and it was with par- 
ticular sharpness that he differed with 
Capt. E. M. Zacharias who lately testified 
to his having arrived at a judgment, sin- 
gularly accurate in view of developments, 
of what the Japanese would do in the 
event of war. Captain Zacharias had sur- 
mised that there would be a surprise at- 
tack by air, and that it would come prob- 
ably at a weekend, and possibly a Sun- 
day; this surmise he said he had pre- 
sented to Admiral Kimmel and his chief 
of staff. Of that content in the conversa- 
tion Admiral Smith had no recolletion; 
nod did he agree on other items of the 
conversation as recalled by the earlier 
witness. 

With a good deal of bluntness, how- 
ever, Admiral Smith observed that there 
had been, and is, “too much secrecy” in 
matters of national defense. He applied 
this to the Department’s failure to dis- 
tibute information to the field. “Not all 
the brains of the Navy are concentrated 
at Washington,” he continned. He added 
that in his belief in 1941 Washington 
“there was a state of mind that the war 
was in the Atlantic.” He also dealt sharp- 
ly with Departmental secrecy about new 
weapons, notably a torpedo whose operat- 
ing characteristics were kept so secret 
that there was insufficient knowledge of 
them in the fleet, with resultant failures 
in torpedo attack. 

From Vice-Admiral P. N. L. Bellinger, 
who was naval air commander at Pearl 
Harbor, came some indications that this 
tendency to withold information was not 
limited to Washington. He did not him- 
self know of the Stark-to-Kimmel “war 
warning” of Nov. 27 until some days after 
the Dec. 7 attack. The only information 
which he received during October, Novem- 
ber and early December with regard to 
Japanese-American relations was that 
which he acquired from reading the news- 
papers, and this limited information he 
felt did not warrant his recommendation 
of a distant plane patrol. 

It must be remembered that Admiral 
Kimmel himself has taken responsibility 
for not ordering that distant patrol, on 
the two-fold ground that Washington had 
hot provided him with available informa- 
tion which would have demanded such 
a procedure, and that in any case he had 
not been given enough planes to maintain 
a full patrol. This view was supported 
by Admiral Bellinger, who felt that 150 
Planes would have been required for a 
distant search: there were but 81 in the 
Whole Hawaii district, including 12 at 
Midway, seven on special service, and 9 
under repair. 

As to the use he would have 
further information from the “Magic” 
intercept source, if it had been supplied 
him, Admiral Bellinger spoke with en- 
saging candor, and echoed the secret 
Views of many another man. “Would you 
have guessed that Pearl Harbor was to 
be attacked?” he was asked. “I like 
to think I would have” said the witness 
Simply. “God knows whether I would 
have done so.” A little more of that atti- 
tude, on the part of numerous other wit- 
=e would have served the inquiry 

Capt. A. H. McCollum, who was chief 
of Far Eastern Intelligence at the Navy 

partment in 1941, testified that the ac- 
cumulation of information on the eve of 
the war had led him about Dec. 4-5 to 
Prepare on his own initiative a draft of a 
war warning” to be sent out to the Paci- 
fic. It was halted by his superiors, revised

and ultimately nut seut at all; instead he 
was shown the Nov. 27 warning which had 
already gone out, and he.“did not see 
what could be plainer” than that mes- 
sage. 

Many of the witnesses originally listed 
for the hearing have not yet been heard, 
but there is an unmistakeable falling-off 
of public interest in the prolonged inquiry, 
and it is possible that not all those wit- 
nesses will be summoned after all. There 
is, however, no present hint of when the 
testimony will end and the laborious 
preparation of the committee report (or 
rather reports) will begin. 





Army Officer Procurement 

A total of 7,304 applications for com- 
missions in the Regular Army already 
have reached the War Department, a 
compilation this week revealed. Many ad- 
ditional thousands probably are in the 
“pipelines” and will reach the Depart- 
ment within a week or so, indicating the 
great interest among war officers in mak- 
ing a career of the Service. 

Boards and processing centers have 
been opened all over the United States 
and in overseas theatres. Word was re- 
ceived from Europe this week that the 
following centers have been established 
to process all applicants for Regular 
Army appointments in that theater: 

(1) U. 8S. Air Forces in Europe, To process 
all applicants stationed in the Frankfurt 
Wiesbaden Enclave. 

(2) Western Base Section, 
cants stationed in France, Belgium, 
bourg and the UK. 

(3) Third U. S. Army. 

(4) Seventh U. 8S. Army. 

(5) Berlin District, To process all appli- 
cants in the Berlin and Bremen areas. 

(6) U. S. Forces, Austria. 

Interview boards will be established by 
the Theater Commander and will inter- 
view applicants at each of the processing 
centers. Each board will be composed of 
five Regular Army officers, one of whom 
is a general officer, and will be set up in 
the ratio of one board for each 300 ap- 
plicants. 

The announcement again stressed the 
importance of each interested officer’s 
sending the original of his application 
form, together with an Officer Evaluation 
Report, to the Adjutant General, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., not later than 1 March 
1946. A duplicate application form must 
be forwarded to the headquarters respon- 
sible for establishing the processing 
center in his area.

Army Nominations 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week voted to report favorably on the 
nominations of two assistant secretaries 
of war, assistant branch chiefs, and sun- 
dry others, but withheld approval of a 
number of temporary general officers. 

The temporary generals were held up 
because of objection to Col. Carlton 
Spencer Dargusch (It. col. JAGD, NGUS), 
members saying that they wanted more 
time to study the nomination in view of 
inquiries from his home state. 

Among the nominations approved were 
those of Howard C. Petersen and W 
Stuart Symington to be assistant secre- 
taries of war; Maj. Gen. Thomas B. Lar- 
kin (Col. CE) to be The Quartermaster 
General; Brig. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberg- 
er (col. Inf. NG-Neb.) to be Chief of the 
National Guard Bureau; Brig. Gen. 
Thomas Jefferson Davis (It. col. AGD) 
to be Assistant The Adjutant General, 
three officers to be assistants to the Quar- 
termaster General and three to be as- 
sistants to the Surgeon General. 


Cruiser Brooklyn to Reserves 

The light cruiser Brooklyn, former flag- 
ship of the U. S. Naval forces in North 
African waters became this week the first 
vessel to join the new 16th fleet of inactive 
ships. 

Admiral Kinkaid 16th Fleet commander 
and former head of the famed 7th fleet, 
in a ceremony aboard the vessel at the 
Philadelphia naval base, closed a knife 
blade switch which set off humidification 
machinery in the last section of the ves- 
sel. His action completed conversion of 
the Brooklyn into a “preserved” vessel, 
completely sealed and stowed against 
moisture, rust, and corrosion in its re- 
serve basin at the base. 





The Eighth Air Force, activated on 28 Jan. 
1942, at Savannah, Ga., celebrated its fourth 
anniversary on Okinawa where it is stationed. 





Oppose Civilian Generals 

Over the opposition of eight members, 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
this week approved the bill, 8S. 1532, au- 
thorizing the appointment of four officers, 
not otherwise eligible, as brigadier gen- 
erals of the line of the Regular Army. 

In view of this sizeable opposition in 
the Committee, there no doubt will be a 
strong fight against the measure when it 
is brought up on the floor of the House. 

The bill, enactment of which was re- 
quested by the War Department and 
President Truman, authorizes the ap- 
pointment of Lt. Gen. Hoyt 8S. Vanden- 
berg, Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle, Maj. 
Gen. Raymond 8. McLain, and Maj. Gen. 
Curtis E. LeMay, all of whom are now 
serving as temporary generals in 
Army of the United States. 

Vandenberg and LeMay are officers of 
the Regular Army but are not eligible for 
promotion to general officer because their 
permanent grades are below that of lieu- 
tenant colonel. Doolittle was an officer of 
the Regular Army but resigned his com- 
mission in 1930 to accept a job in com- 
mercial aviation. When the war broke 
out he reentered active service as a re- 
serve officer, led the famous first attack 
on Tokyo and subsequently commanded 
the famous Eighth Air Force. McLain is 
an officer of the National Guard who dis 
tinguished himself as a Corps Command- 
er in Europe. 

Opponents of the measure pointed out 
that General Doolittle already has an-

Service and accept a job in commercial 
aviation. They contend that to permit him 
the privilege of being commissioned in 
the Regular Army and going on the Re- 
tired list would open the way for thou- 
sands of others, who may have performed 
brilliantly in the War, to be commissioned 
and thus be given pay, privileges, and 
honors not extended to all who performed 
creditably during the war. 


Abolish ASF, Enhance GSC 

Gen. LeRoy Lutes, recently appointed 
2s commanding general of the Army Serv- 
ice Forces, will succeed Maj. Gen. Russell 
L. Maxwell as Assistant Chief of Staff 
G-4, according to information in Wash- 
ington this week. 

In the War Department and at the Cap- 
itol it is an accepted belief that abolition 
of the Army Service Forces has been de- 
cided upon and that General Lutes will 
take over G-4 and, in addition, will carry 
on administrative duties to coordinate 
the work of the supply branches. 

This enhancing of the duties and re 
sponsibilities of the War Department 
General Staff will require amendments 
to the National Defense Act unless ways 
can be found under the war powers acts 
to circumvent those provisions of the De- 
fense Act which prohibit the War De- 
partment General Staff from functioning 
as an operating agency. 

The original report of the Patch Board, 
which has now been twice sent back to 
the board for further study and revision, 
recommended that the divisions of the 
general staff be made operating agencies 
in additien to planning agencies and that 
the titles of the assistant chiefs of staff 
be changed to “Directors.” 

It is likely that all these matters will 
come before the House Military Affairs 
Committee in its forthcoming hearings on 
revision of the National Defense Act.

All personnel utilizing Army postal 


facilities in the European theater have 
been cautioned by the Theater Postal Of 
ficer that in order to facilitate delivery of 
their mail to comply fully with the in 
structions in Section 1V, Theater Circu- 
lar 165, dated 21 Dec. 1945, which pro- 
vided that effective 10 Jan. 1946, the num 
ber of the local APO from which mail 
is actually received be used as the mailing 
address. 

The announcement explained that the 
War Department has instructed the New 
York Port of Embarkation Army Post 
Office to forward all mail to the APO of 
address, and that if this is different from 
the one through which mail is actually 
received, the mail will be delayed due to 
the necessity of forwarding it to the serv- 
ing APO. 

All personnel affected by this change in 
system who have not already done so were 
cautioned by the Theater Postal Officer 
to avoid delays to their mail to promptly 
advise their families, correspondents and 
publishers of their new APO address, 





Keep Navy, Says Gen. Devers

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mendations of the General Board for 
changes in the Infantry division. There 
were many advocates of a plan to make 
just one all purpose division but the plan 
was considered to be undesirable for sev- 
eral reasons. Resulting expense, the un- 
wieldy organization of such a unit, the 
multiplicity of logistical problems and the 
loss of efficiency were found to be dis- 
advantages of such a division. 

Some felt that special divisions, (jun- 
gle, mountain, horse cavalry, etc.), should 
have a place in the final organization but 
the Board has recommended that a small 
standing Army has no requirement for 
such units. 

The first report of the Patch Board 
recommended the abolition of horse cav- 
alry divisions, the proposal meeting some 
General Staff opposition with suggestions 
being made that some unit of horse cav- 
alry be maintained in the post-war Army. 

The General Board strongly advocated, 
however, constant research and earnest 
efforts directed to keep abreast of all re- 
cent developments. 

Stronger Airborne Division 

It was recommended that the missions 
of the Airborne division not be changed 
but that the units themselves be altered 
to insure the achievement of those mis- 
sions. It was found that the divisions 
were not withdrawn a few days after 
commitment, as anticipated, but had to 
stay on and fight in a ground role. The 
staying power of the Airborne division 
therefore must be increased. 

This can best be accomplished, General 
Board consultants agreed, by simply aug- 
menting the newly proposed Infantry di- 
vision with certain units necessary to air- 
horne operations. The personnel, it was 
decided, should still be volunteers special- 
ly trained in parachute and glider work 
and that all units be trained as both para- 
chute and glider organizations. 

Added Units Suggested 

A pathfinder unit, several more surgi- 
cal teams, a parachute maintenance unit 
and other smaller groups should be added 
to the division, it was felt. The division 
should operate in two echelons, one air- 
borne and the other on the ground. 

By adopting the organization of the 
ground Infantry division, the Airborne 
unit gains the staying power it needs. 
Under the proposed system the division 
would be able to function, independent 
of large attachments, in the manner pre- 
scribed without a loss of any of its strik- 
ing power. 

The fighting qualities of the Airborne 
soldier were proved to be of the highest 
order, but as a unit the Airborne division 
worked under several handicaps which 
limited the missions to which it could 
be assigned with expectation of complete 
success. It has very little transportation 
and is in effect a foot division once on 
the ground. The Artillery and Engineer 
units are small and light. As a conse- 
quence troops of various types have been 
attached to the Airborne division. These 
troops, fighting with a strange unit, were 
not as effective as they would have been 
had they been an organic part of the di- 
vision. It is felt by the Board that the 
suggested changes would greatly increase 
potency and efficiency. 
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Dependents Overseas 

The War Department announced this 
week that dependents will be permitted 
to join military personnel in all overseas 
theaters subject to the ability of overseas 
theaters to provide adequate housing, 
subsistence and medical care for such de- 
pendents. 

No expenditures of War Department 
appropriated funds for construction of 
housing for dependents will be author- 
ized in occupied areas. 

The War Department emphasized that 
when overseas commanders indicate that 
they are prepared to receive dependents, 
their travel to overseas areas will com- 
mence without delay. Dependents pre- 
viously have been authorized to travel 
to the Bahamas, the Panama Canal Zone 
and islands of the Antilles, Brazil, Ber- 
muda, Newfoundland, Alaska, Aleutian 
Islands, Hawaii, and the Marianas. 

As stated by the European Theater re- 
cently, it is planned that travel of de- 
pendents to Europe will commence sub- 
sequent to 1 April 1946. The movement 
of dependents to the Philippines, Japan, 
Korea and Ryukyus will commence sub- 
sequent to 1 May. 

Applications of servicemen for their de- 
pendents to join them in overseas thea- 
ters will be based on the following pri- 
orities : 

(1) First priority will be given to military 
personnel and War Department civilian em- 
ployees who indicate their willingness to re- 
main at their overseas station for a period 
of two years from the date of submission of 
application. 

(2) Second priority will be given to those 
who indicate a similar willingness to remain 
at their overseas station for a lesser period 
than two years from the date of submission 
of application. Such period, however, must be 
at least one year. 

Within these two priorities, relative 
priority will be established based upon 
longest cumulative overseas service since 
7 Dec. 1941. Under this system rank will 
not be a factor. Transportation at gov- 
ernment expense is authorized by law 
for dependents of officers, enlisted men 
of the first three grades (Master, First, 
Technical, and Staff Sergeants) and cer- 
tain civilian employees. 

Dependents are advised not to write 
to the War Department requesting trans- 
portation to overseas theaters. In all 
cases, the soldier overseas will be in- 
formed when he may apply for such trans- 
portation by the theater commander, who 
alone will act upon these applications 
within the priority system established by 
the War Department. 


Relief of AAF Officers 

Army Air Forces Headquarters has is- 
sued a directive setting forth a new pol- 
icy of relief of officers from active duty. 
Prior to 10 Feb. officers, with certain ex- 
ceptions, who have reached or are over 
the following ages will be recommended 
for relief from active duty: 

Colonels, 48; lieutenant colonels, 45; 
majors, 42; junior officers, 40. 

In spite of the fact that many have 
filed statements electing to remain on ac- 
tive duty, they will be affected by the new 
policy, which affects commissioned offi- 
cers, warrant officers and flight officers. 

The directive setting forth the policy 
is AAF Letter 35-305, issued 14 Jan. 


Ace Assigned to AAF School 

Col. Hubert Zemke has been assigned 
to the Tactical Section of the Army Air 
Forces School at Maxwell Field, Ala. His 
duties include instruetion in fighter tac- 
tics. Colonel Zemke is one of the AAF’s 
leading aces. 








“Little Benning” in ETO 

Heidelberg: A little Benning has come 
to the ETO. More than 4,000 officers 
cracked their field manuals and renewed 
their knowledge of army regulations 28 
Jan. when the Seventh Army company 
grade officers training school opened at 
Seckenheim Kaserne. Col J. T. Cole, West 
Pointer and former head of the armored 
section, Seventh Army Headquarters, has 
been named schoo] Commandant, with Lt. 
Col. W. B. Richardson, executive officer. 

Proclaimed by General Keyes as being 
“the most important activity of the army 
at this time,” the school will be aimed at 
refreshing the younger officers in their 
responsibilities and duties in an occupied 
Europe. 

The course will be two weeks’ duration 
and attendance will be handled by a “sys- 
tem based on the school’s capacity of 350 
men. The school will be continued until 
all of the company grade officers in Sev- 
enth Army have been enabled to‘attend. 
TSFET units attached to the Seventh 
Army will also be given quotas. 

“Responsibilities of an officer, leader- 
ship as applied to the occupational phase, 
company administration and supply, ad- 
ministration of military justice, the or- 
ganization and objectives of Military 
Government” will be included in the in- 
struction. 

Academic work will comprise 70 per 
eent of the curriculum and tactical work 
80 per cent. Upon satisfactory completion 
of the course, officers will be graduated 
and receive a certificate. Letters sent 
from the schoo! will inform unsatisfactory 
students’ commanders of the students’ de- 
ficiencies. 

Hight tactical officers and 21 instructors 
have been assigned to the school from 
Seventh Army units. 





Gen. Harmon Heads Constabulary 

Maj. Gen Ernest M. Harmon, former 
Commander of the 2nd Armored (‘Hell- 
on-Wheels’”’) Division, will command the 
Third Army’s new streamlined zone con- 
stabulary, a security and striking force 
of 38,000 hand-picked men, mostly Regu- 
lar Army enlistees, who will spearhead 
the occupation mission of the entire U. 8S. 
Zone of Germany. . 

Lt. Gen. Lucian K. Truscott, Third 
Army Commander, in announcing the ap- 
pointment, declared that General Har- 
mon, with a staff of young career officers, 
is already busy whipping the organization 
into shape. Some of the units of the con- 
stabulary are already in operation. 

The constabulary, described in last 
week’s ARMY and Navy JOURNAL, will 
combine all the mobility and light weap- 
ons of a state constabulary, and will have 
the striking power of several armored 
divisions. Distinctive uniforms and 
equipment will be issued to the new unit 
and a shoulder patch has been devised. 

Original units of the constabulary have 
been drawn from the mechanized cavalry 
groups which fronted the Third Army in 
its drives through France, Luxembourg, 
Belguim, Germany, Czechoslovakia and 
Austria. Other recruits, all volunteer 
troopers, will come from a training acad- 
emy just readying at Sonthoien. 

General Harmon, who fought with Gen- 
eral Truscott in the Mediterranean Thea- 
ter of Operations, has set up his head- 
quarters at Bad Tolz and is working in 
close liaison with General Truscott who 
had been charged with the responsibility 
of initiating this new mobile, high-spirited 
outfit by Theater Commander General 
Joseph McNarney.

tendent of the Army Nurse Corps, in com 
menting upon the organization's 45th Ap- 
niversary declared that the occasion 
would see less than 25,000 nurses remaip- 
ing in the Army compared to the 57,000 
members on duty on V-E Day. This she 
said is typical of the history of the Army 
Nurse Corps since its establishment jy 
1901. 

When the National Emergency was de- 
clared in 1939, the Nurse Corps was avp- 
thorized to increase its strength to 949 
and subsequently to 1,875, but in 1940 it 
became apparent that Reserve nurses 
would again have to be appointed to meet 
the nursing requirements for our fast in- 
creasing civilian army. 

There were some 700 nurses on duty 
early in 1940. By November, 1944, some 
41,000 nurses were stationed in 500 units 
outside the continental United States and 
some 537 Army posts here at home. The 
actual number of combat nurses accord- 
ing to the Army Ground Forces’ figures 
is recorded at 2,920. 

In June, 1944, Congress passed the Bol- 
ton Bill which provided that the Army 
nurses would be commissioned officers in 
the Army of the United States with all 
the rights and privileges of other com- 
missioned officers. This measure, however, 
was limited to the duration and six 
months only. 

It is pointed out, that since legislation 
providing for Reserve nurses is limited 
to six months after the war is declared 
at an end, Congress will before that time 
be asked to take action to provide for 
the needs of the Army so far as nursing 
service is concerned. 

Concerning the Army Nurse’s Anniver- 
sary, Chief of Staff General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower paid a glowing tribute to 
their efforts in World War II and of the 
Anniversary said, “On 2 February 1946 
when the Army Nurse Corps celebrates 
its founding, thousands of men will re- 
eall with grateful appreciation the many 
oceasions when understanding Arm) 
Nurses have helped them through dark 
moments. For the loyal women the Army 
Nurse Corps has given us since its incep- 
tion and for its supporting role in the 
recent world conflicts, I add my sincere 
and humble thanks. I know all Ameri- 
cans will join me in saying, ‘Many Happy 
Returns of the Day.” 

As of 25 January, Army nurses had 
been awarded a total of 1,531 awards. 
Seventeen Army nurses have been re- 
corded as being killed in action—Six on 
the Anzio beachhead ; six aboard the Hos- 
pital Ship “Comfort” during a Japanese 
Kamikaze raid; 1 in Belgium due to en- 
emy shelling; four in plane crashes while 
evacuating patients. That Army nurses 
rendered invaluable assistance wherever 
American troops were stationed or fought 
is verified by thousands of soldiers who 
saw action. Members of the 2nd Infantry 
Division stationed at Camp Swift, Texas 
after returning from months of battle in 
the European Theater last summer ac- 
claim the work of the nurses who fol- 
lowed them throughout their combat ex- 
periences. 





Reduce Replacement Training 

Instructions have been sent to Com- 
manding Generals, Army Ground Forces. 
Army Air Forces, and Army Service 
Forces, to reduce to eight weeks the 
period of training in the United States for 
replacements destined for overseas. The 
training period will be exclusive of time 
spent in the process of induction. 

This action was the result of study by 
the War Department and consultation 
with the overseas theatre commanders 
to meet the critical situation with re 
gard to personnel for occupational duties. 

A furlough will be granted each replace- 
ment following completion of his eight 
weeks course to permit a visit of seven 
days at home prior to embarkation for 
overseas duty. 





Army Engineer Nomination 

The President has sent to the Senate 
the nomination of Brig. Gen. Roscoe C. 
Crawford, AUS, for appointment in the 
Regular Army as Assistant to the Chief 
of Engineers, with the rank of brigadier 
general, for a period of 4 years from date 
of acceptance. General Crawford will 
take the place vacated by the retirement 
of Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Robins.

Public Law No. 281—79th Congress, 28 De- 
cember 1945, authorizes the procurement of ad- 
ditional male Regular Army officers to increase 
the commissioned strength of the Army to 
twenty-five thousand. All appointments under 
this law will be made prior to 6 months subse- 
quent to enactment. 

Appointments will be made in the grades of 
second lieutenant, first lieutenant, captain, or 
major. No officer will be appointed in a grade 
higher than that which he held in war time. 

The grade and rank of an appointee will be 
determined in accordance with the amount of 
constructive service or actual commissioned ser- 
vice, whichever is the greater, with which he is 
credited as indicated under heading ““Determina- 
tion of Service Credit.” 

An officer appointed under the provisions of 
this circular, who at the time of appointment 
is holding a temporary commission, whether on 
active or inactive status, in a higher grade will 
retain such temporary commission until reduced 
in the general reduction program of temporary 
grades for other Regular officers. Appointment 
in the Regular Army will not militate against 
promotion to a higher temporary grade. 


ELIGIBILITY FOR APPOINTMENT. Any 
male citizen who served on active duty as a com- 
missioned officer in the Army of the United 
States or any component thereof at any time be- 
tween 7 December 1941 and the date of enact- 
ment, and was not separated therefrom under 
other than honorable conditions is eligible for 
appointment under the provisions of Public Law 
No. 281. Applicants in this category who are 
now enlisted men will be discharged for the 
convenience of the Government to accept com- 
missions in the Regular Army if selected. 


DETERMINATION OF SERVICE CREDIT. 
Constructive service credit will be given for the 
pumber of years, months, and days by which the 
applicant’s age on the date of appointment ex- 
ceeds 25 years. 

Actual commissioned service to be credited to 
each applicant will be the number of years, 
months, and days the applicant, after attaining 
the age of 21 years, was on active Federal service 
as a commissioned officer in the Army of the 
United States or any of its components, between 
7 December 1941 and the date of appointment, 
provided that in computing the total period of 
active Federal service of any such person who 
was honorably discharged or placed in inactive 
status subsequent to 12 May 1945 shall be cred- 
ited with service from the date of such discharge 
or relief from active duty to the date of appoint- 
ment. 


DETERMINATION OF GRADE TO 
WHICH APPOINTED. The grade in which 
an individual will be commissioned will be de- 
termined by the amount of constructive service 
or actual commissioned service, whichever is 
greater, computed as indicated under heading 
“Determination of Service Credit.” Based upon 
this, appointments will be made in grades in the 
several arms and services as follows: 


1—Promotion list arms and services (except 
Adjutant General’s Department and Judge 
Advocate General’s Department). 
2nd Lieutenant, less than 3 years" service. 
Ist Lieutenant, 3 or more but less than 10 years. 
Captain, 10 or more but less than 17 years. 
Major, 17 or more but less than 23 years. 


2—The Adjutant General’s Department and 

Judge Advocate General’s Department: 
Captain, 10 or more but less then 17 years. 
Major, 17 or more but less than 23 years. 


3—Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Veterinary 
Corps, and Corps of Chaplains: 
Ist Lieutenant, less than 3 years’ service. 
Captain, 3 or more but less than 12 years. 
Major, 12 or more but less than 20 years. 


4—Pharmacy Corps: 
2nd Lieutenant, less than 3 years’ service. 
Ist Lieutenant, 3 or more but less than 6 years. 
Captain, 6 or more but less than 12 years. 
Major, 12 or more but less than 20 years. 


Medical Administrative and Sanitary Corps offi- 
cers of the Army of the United States may be 
appointed in the Pharmacy Corps under the pro- 
visions stated herein for that corps. As this is an 
interim measure, special educational require- 
ments for the Pharmacy Corps are waived. 

No person will be appointed as a commis- 
sioned officer of the Regular Army under the 
provisions of Public Law No. 281: 


1—In a promotion list arm or service if he would 
upon appointment receive credit for 23 or 
more years of service under Section 5 of the 
Act, or has attained his 48th birthday. 

2—In the Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Veteri- 
nary Corps, Pharmacy Corps, or Corps of 
Chaplains, if upon appointment he would 
receive credit for 20 or more years of service, 
or has attained his 45th birthday. 


DETERMINATION OF RANK. An indi- 
vidual appointed under the provisions of Public 
Law No. 281, 28 December 1945, will rank im- 
mediately below officers in the same grade al- 
ready in the Regular Army with an equivalent 
or next greater length of service. 

Among the newly appointed officers in the 
same grade, wherever two or more are credited 
with the same amount of service (see heading 
“Determination of Service Credit” above), 
order of rank will be determined by seniority of 
age. In cases of identical age, it will be deter- 
mined by the greater amount of active commis- 
sioned Federal service. Where both age ard 
length of active commissioned Federal] service 
are identical, it will be determined by composite 
score. 


METHOD OF APPLICATION. Applications 
will be submitted so as to reach The Adjutant 
General’s Office, Washington 25, D. C., not later 
than 1 March 1946. Applications must be made 
on WD AGO Form 62, 1 November 1945. Ap- 
plications received by The Adjutant General, 
Washington 25, D. C., after 1 March 1946, will 
not be considered. A formal application will be 
required regardless of whether or not a state- 
ment of interest or other form of application has 
been submitted previously. Each application will 
be prepared in duplicate. Both the original and 
duplicate will be signed and distributed as 
follows: 
1—An applicant on active duty will submit the 
application in duplicate through his imme- 
diate commander. 
2—An applicant not on active duty or on ter- 
minal leave will submit the application in 
duplicate direct to The Adjutant General, 
War Department, Washington 25, D. C., At- 
tention: AGSO-R or, if residing outside the 
continental limits of the United States to the 
commander of the theater in which residing. 


WHO WISH TO APPLY FOR COMMISSIONS IN THE REGULAR ARMY 


3—An officer who desires to apply for appoint- 
ment in the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment and has less than 10 years’ constructive 
or actual commissioned service, but is between 
the ages of 30 and 35 years, will submit his 
application and be processed im the manner 
prescribed by this circular. Such applicant 
will be considered for appointment in the 
grade of captain under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 24e of the National Defense Act. Inas- 
much as appointees under the mentioned sec- 
tion of the National Defense Act must be 
Reserve Judge Advocates, applications will be 
accompanied in appropriate cases by applica- 
tion for appointment in the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department Reserve. 


4—Officers under 35 years with 3 years or more 
but less than 10 years’ service who desire to 
apply for commission in The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, may do so regardless of the 
limitations as to age and grade stated under 
heading “Determination of Grade to Which 
Appointed” (2). Officers applying for The 
Adjutant General’s Department in this group 
if selected for appointment, will be commis- 
sioned in another branch and detailed in The 
Adjutant General’s Department until eligible 
for transfer. 


5—Officers desiring service in Corps of Military 
Police will designate under item number 13 
of the application form, “INF (CMP).” 


6—Officers desiring service in Transportation 
Corps wil] designate under item number 13 ef 
the application form, “QM (TC).” 


If application is made for commission in arm 
or service other than that in which the applicant 
was originally commissioned, or in which the 
major portion of his active duty was served, all 
special qualifications for appointment in the arm 
or service for which application is made will be 
stated under “Remarks” item No. 25 on the ap- 
plication form. For example, an applicant who 
desires appointment in the Air Corps as a signal 
officer will enter under item 13 of the applica- 
tion form as the first choice of arm or service 
“Air Corps (Signal Officer),” and will set forth 
his qualifications under item 25 of the applica- 
tion. The applicant will also state any technical 
qualifications which he may possess. An appli- 
cant desiring a commission in the Air Corps will 
indicate under “Remarks” the technical spe- 
cialty and/or aeronautical rating for which he is 
best qualified. In addition, an applicant who will 
accept a commission in an arm op service not 
listed as his first or seeond choice will indicate 
such acceptance by entering under “Remarks,’ 
itera 25 of the application blank, the following: 
“I will accept a commission in any arm or 
service.”

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Success in Pacific 

Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Chief 
of Naval Operations, this week attributed 
the success of his forces in the Pacific to 
three things: 

1. To the sound advice given to him 
by an able staff composed of officers of 
the Navy, Army, and Marine Corps. 

2. The system of replenishment and 
supply of the Fleet at sea. 

38. Duplicate command teams, ena- 
bling one group to work out its plans 
while the other was at sea with the 
Fleet, shifting when the latter’s opera- 
tions were completed. 

Admiral Nimitz, in an address at the 
National Press Club 29 Jan., said that 
under the system of supply at sea the 
Fleet could function indefinitely so that 
personnel endurance became a critical 
factor. This was solved, and at the same 
time the utmost was gotten out of avail- 
able materiel, by having two command 
teams so that, for example, while Admiral 
Halsey and his staff would be at sea fight- 
ing with the Third Fleet, Admiral Spru- 
ance and his staff would be laying de- 
tailed plans for the next operation as 
directed by Admiral Nimitz and his Joint 
Staff. When Admiral Halsey and his 
Third Fleet returned from their mission 
the same vessels would be turned over 
to Admiral Spruance and his staff and 
would go out to sea on the next mission 
as the. Fifth Fleet. Admiral Nimitz 
pointed out that this not only got the 
most out of the men and material but 
also deceived the Japanese as to our ac- 
tual strength. 

No matter what the outcome of the 
atom bomb test, Admiral Nimitz said, 
the United States will need a Navy as 
long as commerce is carried in ships. As 
to the use of atomic energy, the Admiral 
said that from its very nature it will be 
applicable to use in ships long before air- 
planes. As a matter of fact, he pre 
dicted that it would not be used for air- 
plane engines in “your time or mine.” 

Admiral Nimitz paid particular tribute 
to Vice Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, USN, 
his Deputy for Operations, who with his 
clear thinking and able planning, Admiral 
Nimitz characterized as one of his prin- 
cipal props in the Pacific.

The Navy Department objects to en- 
actment of the legislation on the grounds 
(1) that it is deficient in not requiring 
Lieutenant Colonel Willia m to estab- 
lish his mental, moral, physical, and pro- 
fessional qualifications to perform all 
duties on the active list in his grade; and 
(2) that there is no apparent reason for 
permitting the retirement period to be 
counted as active service. 





Post-War Navy 


At the instigation of the House Naval 
Committee, Reconversion Director John 
W. Snyder has revised his order that the 
Navy Department shall cancel construc- 
tion on 37 ships in the roster of the post- 
war Navy. Revised plans, according 
to Comdr. F. L. Nash’s report to the 
Naval Committee, call for carrying to 
completion 11 of the 37, keeping 18 in 
their present condition for possible future 
completion, and scrapping only the re- 
maining 8, the keels of some of which 
have not been laid. 

The report indicated that $68,000,000 
will be saved by scrapping the 8, and that 
the cost of finishing the 18 which are to 
be retained in their uncompleted condi- 
tion would be $65,500,000, and that scrap- 
ping of this particular group of ships 
would not be economical inasmuch as the 
present investment in them is $93,400,000. 


Navy Big Job For One Man 


The Navy Department, although much 
smaller than the proposed new super- 
department called for under the unifica- 
tion bill is already too big for detailed 
one man control, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Hensel declared this week. 

Appearing before the Town Hall Club 
at Los Angeles, Calif., on 28 Jan., he said 
that the history of Secretary Forrestal’s 
administration is a record of delegation 
of authority and a search for a satisfac- 
tory system of coordinating and reviewing 
committees.

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Adm. King’s Report

Health 

During the spring and summer of 1945 
the Medical Department applied the medica] 
experience of earlier operations in its sup- 
port of the Navy’s assault upon the inner 
defenses of Japan. Improvements in medical 
care of naval personnel included a more ef. 
fective chain of evacuation, of which large- 
scale use of aircraft formed an important part, 
the provision for a smoother ang more rapid 
flow of medical supplies to the fighting fronts, 
and the development of an intensive program 
of preventive medicine, which kept illnesses 
throughout the Navy and Marine Corps at a 
low level. 

In past wars, disease and infection have 
caused more deaths and disability in armed 
forces than actual combat itself. World War 
I significantly checked this tendency, but the 
real advantages of modern medical proce- 
dures, techniques, and knowledges were ex. 
perienced during World War II. Navy med- 
ical statistics show that of the wounded who 
survived until they could receive medical care, 
about 98 ont of 100 lived. The most recent 
tabuiations indicate an estimated rate for 
casualty deaths of 8.7 for the first six months 
of 1945 in terms of total naval strength as 
against 4.3 per thousand in 1944. This is 
primarily a reflection of Iwo Jima, Okinawa, 
and the attacks of the Japanese “kamikaze” 
pilots. The total death rate from al! causes 
was 6.7 per thousand for 1944 in terms of 
total naval strength as against 6.0 per thon- 
sand in 1943. According to preliminary data 
the’ total death rate from all causes for the 
first six months of 1945 was estimated at 119 
per thousand. Over-all cases of sickness and 
injuries, exclusive of battle injuries, were at 
the rate of 495.4 per thousand average strength 
in 1944 as against a corresponding figure of 
602.8 in 1943. Two statistical trends in naval 
morbidity are worthy of note as indicative 
of the effect of combat. The first is the aver- 
age per cent of total strength in hospitals, 
which increased from 1.7 per thousand in 1941 
to 2.1 per thousand in 1944 and 2.5 per thou- 
sand for the first six months of 1945. Among 
other things this shows the effect of the long- 
er convalescent periods required for recov- 
ery and rehabilitation of war casualties from 
such injuries as penetrating wounds and frac- 
tured bones. Thus, even though the over-all 
casualty rate has been maintained at a rela- 
tively low figure, the total hospital popula- 
tion has been gradually increasing because 
of the trend toward a longer average num- 
ber of sick days per patient. The second sig- 
nificant trend was that of mental disease 
case incidence, which increased from 9.5 per 
thousand of total naval strength in 1941 to 118 
per thousand in 1943 and 14.2 per thousand 
in 1944. These statistics demonstrate clearly 
the increase in tempo of modern war with 
its. grueling, unfamiliar horrors. This was 
the motivating factor which has caused the 
Medical Department of the Navy consistently 
to emphasize its neuropsychiatric services. 

Statistically the wartime rates indicated 
above compare favorably with past experi- 
ence in the Navy, even though the war years 
have necessitated the maintenance of a large 
number of naval personnel in foreign waters 
or on foreign shores where they are subjected 
to many endemic diseases and infections 
which are rarely encountered in times of 
peace. When fihal statistics are computed on 
medical care during the war years, there is 
every indication, upon the basis of prelimi- 
nary figures, that medical science will be 
shown to have assumed an importance in the 
preservation of the health and lives of our 
fighting men never before equalled in the his- 
tory of the United States Navy. 

While the Navy Medical Department was 
actively engaged throughout the year in giv- 
ing medical support to amphibious operations 
in the Pacific, it was also providing medical 
care for thousands of Navy men aboard the 


ships, submarines, and planes which — 
daily carrying the war into enemy skies and 
enemy waters. Good organization, earefu 


training, and judicious dispersal of medical 
personnel and supplies made it possible for 
the Medical Department to meet all demands 
made upon it in spite of heavy casualties 
aboard some vessels. These activities in- 
cluded careful classification of the wounded 
in terms of the urgency of their cases; the 
use of voluntary crewmen as stretcher bear- 
ers, thus releasing hospital corpsmen to as- 
sist in caring for the wounded; and the « 
istence of the blood banks aboard many © 
the vessels making available whole blood for 
the more serious cases. : t

+ ONGRESS would do well to impose the strictest secrecy upon the Atomic Bomb 
experiments which the Army and Navy and Air Force are to conduct at Bikini 
Atoll in the Marshall Islands. The House Naval Committee has reported a bill which 
tends in this direction, but it leaves loopholes for foreign acquisition of data that 
should be known only to the United States and, perhaps to its partners, Great Britain 
and Canada. While such experienced officers as Fleet Admiral Nimitz have no idea 
that the experiments will disclose that Navies are outmoded, the fact remains that 
from them will be obtained valuable technical information which will be most useful 
in future construction, The Army and Air Forces, too, will learn lessons which may 
revolutionize or at least lead to the improvement of their organizations and ma- 
chines, and the studies that will follow may establish the imperative necessity of 
universal training, decision for different locations for our arsenals, and even the 
transformation of our cities for the better protection of their inhabitants. Although 
the secret of the bomb appears to have been zealously guarded at the meeting of the 
United Nations Organization, Secretary of State Byrnes now is urging that the Atomic 
Commission created by that Organization shall be invited to be present at the tests. 
Since the Commission in the formulation of the regulations designed to ban the 
manufacture of the bomb, must have technical assistants, it follows that the world 
would be as well informed of the lessons learned as the United States, which did the 
main pioneer work in the development of the missile at a cost of $2 billions, and 
now will expend $500 millions and approximately 100 ships to ascertain its effects. 
Thus our country would lose an advantage which it could successfully employ in pro- 
viding such a defense that no aggressor nation would dare to embark upon war and 
in consequence the peace of the world would be made secure. Representative Grant, 
of Indiana, and other members of the House Naval Committee, are urging that the 
tgsts shall be “top-secret.” Their view should be adopted, not only for American 
but for world benefit. 


ENERAL of the Army Henry H. Arnold carries with him on his retirement 

from active duty in the Army the honor, affection, and best wishes of all com- 
ponents of the Army’s fighting forces—air and ground. Wrapped up in his brilliant, 
intense career is much of the history of the progress of the Army Air Forces from 
its fledgling days as an activity in the Signal Corps, through its development into 
the status of a Corps, and its subsequent outgrowing of that shell and winning of 
autonomy as the Army Air Forces, a coequal component with the Army Ground and 
Service Forces. The position of Army air power today, on the threshold of complete 
organizational parity with the Army and Navy, either as one of three major com- 
ponents in a Department of Common Defense or as a separate Department of its 
own, it owes in no small degree to the foresight and professional skill of General 
Arnold in the days before the war and to the relentless force and drive which he 
put behind it in the war in which it won its great recognition. Only those who have 
had the good fortune to know General Arnold personally realize how much of him- 
self he has put into making the Army Air Forces what it is today. They know that 
while he demands, and gets, the utmost out of every officer and enlisted man under 
him, he himself gives to the limit. They know, too, that he deserves his nick-name 
“Hap” for the good natured and considerate disposition with which he deals with 
subordinates and superiors alike. Men in the Air Force and those in industry know 
that while he exacts their best, he is fair and straight-forward in his dealings with 
them. All regret his departure but hope that he will regain his health and strength 
in a pleasant retirement. General Carl A. Spaatz, who built the Eighth Air Force 
and then the Strategic Air Forces into the great mailed fist that beat Germany’s 
industry and home resources to a pulp and then shifted t6 the Pacific to participate 
in the final thrashing of the Japanese, has taken over the Army Air organization. 
Like General Arnold, he has grown up with air power through two wars and an 
interim of peace. Under his leadership the air component of the National Defense 
team looks forward to a new period of growth and national service.

New Dive Bomber 
A new dive bomber whose maximum 
speed is at least 50 miles an hour faster 
than any wartime dive bomber or tor- 
pedo plane has been developed for the 
Navy. Designated the BT2D-1, it was de- 
signed especially for the Dssex-class car- 


riers. 

While in vertical dives from service 
celling it has reached true speeds in ex- 
cess of 500 miles an hour. It has excep- 
tional rate of climb and maneuverability 
for a dive-bomber. The maximum range 
is over 1,500 miles. 

Bomb racks are provided to carry up 
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to 6,000 pounds of either bombs, tor- 
pedoes, mines, fire bombs, radar units or 
extra fuel tanks in addition to a battery 
of five-inch rockets and 20 millimeter ma- 
chine guns mounted in the wings. Al- 
though it is a heavy-load carrying bomber 
type, the wings of the BT2D-1 fold to a 
span of only 24 feet, permitting it to op- 
erate from any size carrier. 


Test Storm Effects 

A two-month trip is being made for the 
Electronic Subdivision, ATSC, in a plane 
operated by a commercial crew, supplied 
to ATSC on a contract basis, to seek out 
the worst thunderstorms and electrical 
disturbances to be found in various parts 
of the world.

Capt. John S. Babel flew the 2,370-mile 
course in four hours, 23 minutes, and 
Capt. Martin L. Smith in four hours, 33 
minutes, 25 seconds, both in the same 
type plane and both stopping at Topeka, 
Kans., for refueling.

Set Record at High Altitude 

A specially-equipped B-29 at Seattle, 
Wash., has established what was believed 
to be the endurance record for strato- 
sphere flight by heavier-than-air-craft. 

The record of three hours and 38 min- 
utes at an altitude over 40,000 feet was 
made in conjunction with high altitude 
flights being conducted by the manufac- 
turer and the Air Technical Service Com- 
mand to test various types of equipment 
for future stratosphere bombers.

> FOREIGN AFFAIRS, That the United States, by the secret pledge of the 
late President Roosevelt, paid a high price for Russia’s declaration of war against 
Japan at last was confirmed officially this week by Secretary of State Byrnes. That 
official explained that on the final day of the Yalta Conference, last February, Mr. 
Roosevelt without his knowledge, although apparently with that of General of the 
Army Marshall and Fleet Admiral Leahy, agreed to Russian annexation of the 
Japanese owned southern half of Sakhalin Island and the Kurile Islands, and to 
support of Russian control of Manchuria through recognition of the claim to the 
establishment of a naval base at ice free Port Arthur and to the “port rights” which 
Japan had exercised over the nearby port of Dairen. Obviously for communication 
with these important strategic points, it was necessary for Russia to control the rail- 
road which connects Siberia with them. Since the agreement was secret, China could 
not have been\consulted, but the time came when her consent had to be secured, and it 
was in part because of the diplomatic pressure exercised by our Government, that 
there was subsequently negotiated the treaty under which the Russian claims were 
formally acknowledged, the Chinese receiving a sop in the way of “joint” use of the 
base, port and railway facilities. Probably also agreed upon at Yalta was the plan fora 
plebiscite to be held in Outer Mongolia, a Soviet organized Republic, the foregone 
result of which China agreed to accept. 
Thus by this action was violated the explicit provision of the Atlantic Charter 
against territorial aggrandizement and our proclaimed policy against transfer of 
territory except by mutual agreement of the nations concerned. In the light of it, the 
question naturally has arisen as to other secret pledges which the late President 
made. Accomplished trader as he is, it is difficult to believe that Prime Minister 
Churchill did not obtain a quid pro quo for his country. It will be recalled that the 
Chung-King Government made a determined effort to regain Hong Kong and the 
hinterland of Kowloon, but as it lacked Mr. Roosevelt’s backing, those territories were 
returned to British sovereignty. Before the war Britain had huge interests in the 
Yangtse Kiang Valley, which she regarded as her sphere of influence. Whether with 
Russia enjoying control of the North China sphere, Britain has been compensated in 
the Yangtse region only future revelations will show. If the coalition government 
now reported to have been established, should become stable, it may have something 
to say about this form of control, especially as former Secretary of State Hull ex- 
pressed emphatic American opposition to it. Meanwhile, there is a demand in Congress 
for the publication of other secret agreements—the President intimated this week 
there are such—and in the matter of the concessions to Russia our State Depart- 
ment is requesting Soviet and British assent to the action. Mr. Byrnes was careful 
to say that neither President Truman nor he was aware of the agreement made by 
Mr. Roosevelt, until after V-J day though subsequently the former said he had been 
eariler informed, and that the instrument was retained in the Roosevelt files. 

Familiar as they are with the Constitutional requirement that the Senate shall 
ratify all Treaties, both Generalissimo Stalin and Former Prime Minister Churchill 
must have known that Mr. Roosevelt’s agreement was not binding upon the United 
States. But they probably figured that controlling the Senate as he did, the late 
President could obtain sanction of his action. However, he made no such attempt and 
did not even inform the State Department of his allotment of Japanese and Chinese 
territory to Russia. Any such allotment should have been made properly at the final 
peace table. From the Service point of view, the grant of the Kurile Islands which * 
occurred 179 days before Russia entered the war against Japan, was not justified 
by the situation at the time. It was the American forces which had our Far Hastern 
enemy in shape for the final knock-out blow. Because the Kurile Islands were stra- 
tegically important both to the defense of Japan, and to launch attacks upon the 
United States via the Aleutians the Tokyo General Staff established key bases on 
Shimushu, Paramushiro and Matsuwa; and heavily fortified them. It was from 
these bases that they shipped troops to seize Attu and Kiska, from which with heavy 
losses we finally expelled them, and from which they launched on favorable winds 
balloons to the United States. Our operations against the Kuriles, along which the 
Japanese feared we would make an attack upon their main island of Honshu, were 
participated in by the forces of the Alaskan Department, commanded by Lt. Gen. 
Delos C. Emmons, the North Pacific Naval Force and Area, commanded by Vice 
Admiral Frank J. Fletcher, and the Eleventh Air Force, the commanding General 
of which was Maj. Gen. John B. Brooks. These officers described interestingly the 
action of their Commands in our last “United States at War” volume, a few of which 
are still on sale. The targets of the planes and ships of these Commands were the 
Japanese bases, and in spite of the rough, frigid and foggy weather, their well 
placed bombs and shell blew up hangars, warehouses and barracks, cratered the run- 
ways, sank supply ships and killed troops, Together with our aptly handled sub- 
marines, they deprived the Japanese of access to the fisheries of the northern Kuriles. 
The operations were costly in planes shot down and men captured or slain and 
wounded, the Army alone reporting 841 killed, 930 wounded, 42 missing and 48 prison- 
ers, a total of 1,859, a proportionate number of which were fliers. But the results were 
effective not only in the losses inflicted upon the Japanese but in the threat from 
the north which our forces constituted. Valuable was the experience we gained both 
in operations in the frigid wastes and in weather forecasts, and in the confidence 
and skill of our pilots and bombadiers. 

Yet it is these islands which the late President Roosevelt turned over to the Soviet 
Union for annexation. Their possession insures to the Soviet Union the enclosure 
of the Sea of Oshkosh with its rich fisheries, control of the La Perouse Straits leading 
from the Pacifie to Viadivostock and the Sea of Japan, indeed security from the 
northern half of Korea, and Manchuria through Siberia to the Arctic Ocean. Just 
as the Kuriles were the base by which Japan attempted to move across to the Aleutians 
and thence to Canada and our Western Coast, so they can be employed by Russia 
should we ever be involved in war with her. And in this day of rockets, such missiles 
could be shot from those bases by the great circle route upon American cities. 

Since if we were to repudiate Mr. Roosevelt’s agreement, Moscow would pro- 
claim we welched on our bribe and would notify us that Soviet forces would have to 
be expelled by force which would mean war, probably Congress and especially the 
Senate, will feel they can do no more than to register their protest. But there is one 
thing that can be done, and that is for us to annex the strategic islands of the Pacific 
which we seized at heavy cost. The Roosevelt plan, which President Truman is fol- 
fhowing, called for the placement of all the islands we conquered under the trustee- 
ghip of the UNO. This trusteeship, it is said, would be so broad that it would be in 
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effect ownership. But the fact remains that as a trustee we would be responsible ty 
the international organization, would be compelled to make reports on everything 
we might do, and be obligated to permit foreign inspection. If it were fair for yy, 
Roosevelt to give the Kuriles, and Sakhalin and control of Manchuria to the Ry 
sians, then it is obviously as fair for us to retain the islands we need for our 

in the Pacific. It is known that Mr. Roosevelt discussed this trusteeship questig, 
with Messrs. Stalin and Churchill, and being practical statesmen they were agreeabj 
to trustee some useless possessions,—Britain has declared her willingness so to trans 
fer some unwanted mandates to the UNO—but required acquisition and control ¢ 
territories which they regarded as necessary for the welfare and safety of thei 
*countries. Another reason for concessions to us by our Allies is the plan for us ty 
finance them. The president sent to Congress this week a message recommending 
immediate passage of a bill authorizing a credit of $4.4 billions to the United King. 
dom and practically forgiving the British lend-lease debt. Mr. Truman declared that 
Britain needs this help now and insisted that through her elimination of contro 
discriminatory to American trade, there would be set the course of American anj 
British relations for many years to come. Violent opposition immediately flared jp 
Congress, and it is a close question whether the credit will be granted, though the 
President is confident of favorable action. Russia wants $6 billions from us, and 
France and a number of other countries are prepared with applications for large 
sums. It would seem that if Uncle Sam is to make financial as well as territorig| 
concessions and gifts,.we should at least receive in return recognition of our right 
to the annexation of islands necessary for our security. 

The Senate has started and the House will follow making criticism of the Ad. 
ministration policy which it is alleged is resulting in mass starvation in Germany 
and Austria. The debate in the Senate brought to light a round robin signed by 34 
of its members, with more announcing their adherence to it on the floor. This doen. 
ment petitioned the President to order our Army of Occupation to raise the German 
and Austrian food ration, to get permission from Russia to send American food into 
the Soviet zone, to permit private relief organizations and an independent American 
Relief Mission to furnish supplies, and to restore mail and postage service to the two 
countries. Quoted in the debate was a letter from the President in which he said that 
“While we have no desire to be unduly cruel to Germany, I cannot feel any great 
sympathy for those who caused the death of so many human beings by starvation, 
disease and outright murder, in addition to all the regular destruction and death 
of war.” General of the Army Eisenhower wrote that the general situation in Germany 
was a constant subject of concern to himself and his whole staff but he expressed 
the belief that in the American zone the winter while hard would be found to be 
endurable ; and he was confident that mass extinction by starvation would not occur. 
Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Deputy Military Governor, wrote of the difficulties of an 
accurate census, of the health and sickness control programs that are in force, and 
the inspection of nutritional conditions by five nutritional teams. Senator Wherry, of 
Nebraska, said he had written a letter to Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Commané- 
ing General United States Forces in the European Theatre, which remained unan- 
swered, but as the letter was not mailed until 10 January the Senate paid little 
attention to the complaint. At the urgent request of the Secretary of State, the Sec 
retary of War and Chief of Staff have agreed reluctantly that the Army shall con- 
tinue to administer Germany until such time as a centralized civilian administrative 
agency may be set up. Mr. Patterson has announced that our troops will be withdrawn, 
perhaps by 20 June from India, Burma and the Middle Hast, and also from Italy 
except for small token garrisons. British Commonwealth forces have arrived in 
Japan, which will permit further shipment home of our own veterans. In view of 
the presence of the British in the occupied country, doubtless Russia will insist 
upon sending troops, preferably to Hokkaido, which would further strengthen her 
grip on the Sea of Japan. 

There are other gains which Russia has made or has in mind to demand. Fol- 
lowing the installation in Iran of a pro-Russian premier, she succeeded in having the 
issue over the rebellion in Azerbaijan province, raised by the Iranian government 
before the UNO, referred to bi-lateral negotiations, which thus removed it from con- 
sideration by the Security Council. The UNO is merely to be informed of the prog- 
ress of the negotiations. Thus a moral, restraint is imposed upon Russia, if that 
amounts to anything. Meanwhile, the Soviets have returned the railway lines in north- 
ern Iran to their owners, which indicates they will adjust their differences with the 
Teheran Government. They succeeded also in having elected as Secretary-General 
the pro-Russian Minister of Norway, Trygve Lie. It had been expected at San Frar- 
cisco where the UNO charter was agreed upon, that an American would get this 
key post, but once it was determined that the seat of the Organization should be in 
the United States, our chance of getting control of it disappeared. There is a report 
that Russia is seeking a base on the east coast of Iceland. With the latter govern- 
ment we are discussing obtaining such a right. Neither Britain nor the United States 
is disposed to favor the desire of the Soviet Government. 


> NAVY AND MARINE CORPS PROMOTION POLICY. The recently cre 
ated Board set up to determine Navy and Marine Corps post-war policy on promo 
tions and retirements, has begun its study with two methods of approach under col 
sideration. 

The Board, headed by Rear Adm. Francis S. Low, USN, will operate completely 
independent of any other agency. Upon completion of its studies it will make its recom 
mendations direct to the Chief of Naval Operations. In this connection, it was pointed 
out that the recommendations will be submitted to the CNO in such form that they 
may be quickly converted into legislation, should the latter be found necessary 0 
carry out the Board’s objectives. 

The Board, after a number of meetings, has reached the conclusion that the 
problem may be approached in one of two ways. First, to accept the validity of all 
promotions during the war, and second, to disregard war-time promotions and besgi® 
from the very beginning on the basis of existing permanent promotion policy. 

Of the two methods, it was contended that the former would probably be the 
most direct and shortest route to ultimate conclusion. It was believed that most of 
the war-time promotions were made as a result of performance under combat con 
ditions. 

As an initial step in getting actual studies underway, it was revealed that the 
Board has appointed two sub-committees, one to look into and study all matters 
pertaining to the promotion of line officers and the second to handle those who 
would be included in a staff status. It was stated that these Committees will under 
take to consider along with their findings all other reports with respect to educa- 
tion such as the Halloway and other Boards having made recommendations which 
may affect the findings of Admiral Low and his staff. 


It was further indicated that other sub-committees will be appointed to work out 
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more detailed phases of the main report as the master plan for approach to the ulti- 
mate objective is developed in the coming weeks. With the exception of the two sub+ 
committees which have already been appointed, no other groups have been named. 

Admiral Low is now making a trip to Pearl Harbor, but further meetings of 
the Board are scheduled to take place immediately upon his return. 


> MARINE CORPS. Secretary of the Navy Forrestal has appointed a board of 
Marine Corps Regular and Reserve officers to select and recommend temporary offi- 
cers for Regular commissions and warrants, General A. A. Vandegrift, commandant 
of the Marine Oorps has announced. The board will begin to review applications early 
in February, possibly in advance of enactment of proposed legislation to fix the Ma- 
rine Corps’ peacetime strength at 100,000 enlisted men and 8,000 officers. However, 
recommendations on applications will be withheld until passage of this legislation. 

The board will remain in session until the requisite number of applications have 
been processed. It was pointed out that late applicants will receive the,same consid- 
eration as early applicants but that it was hoped that no officer or former officer 
would delay his decision to make application too long and thus lose his chance of 
making the Marine Corps a career. 

Marine Corps Headquarters announced 25 Jan. that its demobilization plan, 
running well ahead of schedule, has already returned 209,411 Marines to civil life 
aince V-J Day. Under its initial plan it expected to discharge 158,453 officers and 
enlisted men between V-J Day and 18 Jan. 

Approximately 5,000 high-point Marine veterans, homeward bound from China, 
were scheduled to arrive at San Diego, €alif., 1 Feb. on the USS Wakefield. The con- 
tingent includes officers and enlisted men from the First and Sixth Divisions and the 
Third Amphibious Corps. Coming from Sasebo, Japan, and Tsingtao, China, the trans- 
port fleet has aboard elements of the 12th Motor Transport Battalion, Headquarters 
and Service Battalions and 2nd Separate Engineer Battalion of the Fifth Amphib- 
ious Corps and the 5th Depot Company and ist Ammunition Company of the Third 
Amphibious Corps. The USS Cherbourg, sailing from Okinawa, with 88 Pacific vet- 
erans, will arrive at San Francisco 5 Feb., while the USS Langfitt, from Mindoro, 
P. L, will land 30 more Marines at the same port 2 Feb. 

Col. Leland 8. Swindler has been detached from overseas duty and ordered to 
Marine Corps Headquarters. Lt. Col. Frederick J. Karch, Lt. Col. David ©. Wolfe 
and Lt. Col. Frank C. DeSantis also have been ordered to Headquarters, the latter 
for temporary duty only, upon completion of which he will be transferred to duty 
at Parris Island, 8S. C. 

Col. Evans O. Ames’ temporary appointment to the grade of brigadier general 
has terminated.

Honor Chemical Consultants 

Certificates of Appreciation were pre- 
sented this week to seventeen leading 
technical experts who served as Chemical 
Warfare Service consultants and mem- 
bers of an industrial intelligence team in 
surveying German chemical plants manu- 
facturing military chemicals. 

Those honored were members of the 
group assembled by the Chemical War- 
fare Service and dispatched to Europe 
prior to the fall of Germany. They moved 
forward with advancing troops and sur- 
veyed captured chemical plants, uncover- 
ing many new developments of military 
interest and accumulated a vast amount 
of technical information that may prove 
of value to the American chemical in- 
dustry. 

Complete reports covering their exploi- 
tations were transmitted to a special staff 
at the Department of Commerce for re- 
lease to industry. Today more than 400 
reports covering new developments in the 
German chemical industry have been sub- 
mitted to the Department of Commerce 
for availability to the American industry. 

In addition to the certificates, the ex- 
perts were commended by General Bre- 
hon Somervell, former Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Army Service Forces. General 
Semervell praised the alertness and fore- 
sight of the Chemical Warfare Service 
in providing, directly behind the firing 
jne in the campaign against Germany, 
highly trained ohgervers whose mission it 
yas to obtain information of possible 
lew developments in chemical warfare 
and of industrial chemical products of 
rital interest to the American Chemical 
ndustry and its future development.

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pay similar to that provided for naval per- 
sonnel who are so retired. Thus, the existing 
law places retirement benefits for enlisted 
members of the Army and the Navy on an 
equal basis. 

“The War Department strongly favors the 
enactment of any reasonable and sound pro- 
posal which would make service in the armed 
forces more attractive in order to induce a 
greater number of voluntary enlistments. 
Moreover, the Department feels that benefits 
derived from service performed in the armed 
forces should be substantially similar for 
beth Army and Navy personnel, The nature of 
the service and the conditions under which 
it is rendered are comparable and any great 
inconsistency in the benefits provided there- 
for would be highly undesirable. 

“Due to the limited time available for the 
preparation of this report, the War Depart- 
ment has been unable to make a complete 
study of the full effect the enactment of the 
bill, as passed by the House of Representa- 
tives, would have upon the permanent Mili- 
tary Establishment. No appraisal has been 
jointly made of the provisions of this meas- 
ure by the Army and Navy in the light of 
their effect upon the over-all postwar security 
needs of the Nation which are now being 
charted. However, the following information 
may be helpful to the Committee in giving 
consideration to the merits of the bill. 


Might Lose Men 


“There are presently in the Regular Army 
approximately 9,000 enlisted men who have 
performed twenty or more years’ service. 
Since the enactment of the twenty-year re- 
tirement provisions on 6 October 1945, the 
War Department has received requests for re- 
tirement under such provisions from about 
400 enlisted men, Although it is impossible 
at this time to anticipate accurately the ulti- 
mate number of enlisted men who will take 
advantage of these retirement benefits, the 
above mentioned figures would seem to indi- 
cate that the Army may lose by reason of 
the existing law the services of a considerable 
number of experienced and valuable person- 
nel during the present critical period of Pe- 
adjustment. The War Department has no in- 
formation upon which to determine the addi- 
tional number of enlisted men who might be 
prompted to retire during such period be- 
cause of the enactment of the proposed meas- 
ure. However, there are now in the Army 
approximately 9,500 enlisted men who have 
served more than sixteen but less than twenty 
years and who would also become eligible for 
retirement under the provisions of S. 1438, 
as passed by the House of Representatives. 

“Information is not available to permit the 
War Department to furnish an accurate esti- 
mate as to the probable fiscal effect of all the 
benefits provided by S. 14388. However, based 
on past persistency records, it is estimated 
that 22,000 of the present total of approxi- 
mately 400,000 Regular Army enlisted men 
will retire under the provisions of section 
7 of the bill, as passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, with a resulting cost of approxi- 
mately $345,000,000. This figure does not in- 
clude any estimate of the additional cost by 
reason of the 10 per centum increase in re- 
tired pay for extraordinary 
further estimated that 31,000 of the present 
total of approximately 400,000 Regular Army 
enlisted men would receive the increased bene- 
fits provided by section 8 of the bill, as passed 
by the House of Representatives, with a re- 
sulting increase in cost of approximately $150,- 
000,000. This figure does not include any esti- 
mate of the additional cost by reason of the 
10 per centum increase in retired pay for 
extraordinary heroism or outstanding char- 
acter and efticiency records. 


EM Serving as Officers 

“There is a large number of Regular Army 
enlisted men who are presently serving in 
the Army of the United States under tempo- 
rary appointments as commissioned or war- 
rant officers. Under a strict interpretation of 
the provisions of section 7 of 8. 1438, as 
passed by the House of Representatives, such 
persons would be precluded from the bene- 
fits of that section unless they are relieved 
from their commissioned or warrant grades 


and reenlist in the Regular Army within one | 


hundred and twenty-one days after the bill 
is enacted into law. It would be fair and 
equitable to include such personnel within 
the benefits of this measure, and it is sug- 
gested that section 7 of S. 1438, as passed 
by the House of Representatives, be amended 
to read as follows: 

“‘See. 7. Any person who has performed 
active enlisted service as a member of the 
Regular Army during the period from 1 June 
1945 to a date one hundred and twenty-one 
days after the approval of this Act and who 
shall have completed sixteen but less than 
twenty years of active service, and any per- 
son who served during such period as a tem- 
porary commissioned or warrant officer, or 
both, who was, immediately preceding his 
service under such temporary appointment or 
appointments, an enlisted member of the Reg- 
ular Army, and who shall have completed 
sixteen but less than twenty years of active 
service, may upon his own request be trans-

ferred to the Enlisted Reserve Corps and 
thereupon will be placed on the retired list 
of the Regular Army. An enlisted man so 
retired shall, except when on active duty, re- 
ceive annual pay at the rate of one-third of 
the average anual! enlisted base pay he was 
receiving for the last six months of his active 
enlisted service, plus all longevity pay. The 
pay (including longevity pay) authorized by 
this section shall be increased 10 per cemtum 
for any enlisted man who is credited with 
extraordinary heroism in line of duty: Pro- 
vided, That the determination of the Secre- 
tary of War as to the definition of extra- 
ordinary heroism shall be final and conclusive 
for all purposes." 

“Inasmuch as the Committee has asked that 
this report be expedited, the Bureau of the 
Budget has authorized its submission with 
out a determination by the Bureau as to 
whether it conforms to the program of the 
President.”

New drugs, new appli- 
eations of earlier discoveries, and new tech- 
niques have been developed through untir- 
ing research and observation. Perhaps the 
most advertised of. these is penicillin, which 
has been found capable of stopping infec- 
tion, even where the sulfa drugs are power- 
less. Prevention and care of burns, use of 
blood plasma, transportation of whole blood 
by air to battle areas, and proper methods 
for healing fractures are some of the prob- 
lems receiving attention to the end that the 
Navy Medical Department will not only stay 
abreast of the developments but may: main- 
tain its position as a leader. 

Rehabilitation programs for casualties are 
being conducted at a number of hospital cen- 
ters scattered throughout the United States. 
The essential purpose of the program is to 
develop a clear-cut integrated procedure for 
the rehabilitation of men for return to duty 
or to civilian life. This part of the program, 
involving as it does the best possible medical, 
surgieal, and neuropsychiatric care, may be 
regarded as a policy of the Navy. Special 
facilities in various naval hospitals are made 
available to those casualties requiring them. 
A second part of the program provides for 
the close cooperation of the Medical Depart- 
ment with specialized rehabilitation agencies 
which are designed to assist men to make 
the necessary adjustments and receive the 
proper training to fit them for useful em- 
ployment in civilian life. Considerable em- 
phasis has been placed upon the development 
of a neuropsychiatric program, and efforts 
are made by the psychiatrists to reach cas- 
ualties needing their services as quickly as 
possible after they are affected, so that per- 
manent injuries are avoided. Moreover, psy- 
ehiatrists assist naval offenders, who have 
been imprisoned, in making readjustments. 
As a result, many men who were formerly 
serious disciplinary problems are now fre- 
turned to full active duty. 

With the coming of peace, the previously 
prepared plans of the Medical Department 
for handling the medical aspects of demobil- 
ization have been put into effect. Every pre- 
caution is being taken to see that the men 
returned to civilian life are in sound physical 
condition, particularly in regard to infec- 
tious diseases and defects of a serious na- 
ture. Those requiring hospitalization, med- 
ical or dental attention, are cared for until 
fit for release, if desired by the individual, 
or until arrangements have been made for 
continued treatment outside of the Navy.

Financial Digest 


A summary of general business and 
financial conditions in the United States, 
based upon statistics for December and 
the first half of January, issued 26 Jan. 
by the Board of Governors of the Federal 
Reserve System, shows that Industrial 
output declined slightly in December and, 
with new strikes occuring within the past 
two weeks, a large decrease is indicated 
in January. The value of retail trade in 
December and the early part of January 
was maintained at record levels, after 
allowing for seasonal changes. 

The Board’s seasonally adjusted in- 
dex of industrial production decreased 
from 168 per cent of the 1935-39 average 
in November to 164 in December. The 
decline was due mainly to a stoppage of 
work at leading automobile plants and 
to holiday influences on activity in the 
steel, textile, paper and mining indus- 
tries. 

Employment in most lines of activity 
continued to rise in December after al- 
lowing for seasonal changes. Gains in em- 
ployment in trade, transportation, con- 
struction and most durable and nondur- 
able goods industries were offset in part 
by the loss of employment due to the auto- 
mobile strike. 

Sales at department stores were about 
ten per cent higher in December than a 
year ago, and in the first three weeks of 
January sales continued to show about 
the same increase above the relatively 
high levels in the corresponding period of 
1945. Most other types of stores in recent 
months have shown even larger increases 
in sales than department stores, and the 
total value of retail trade has been run- 
ning 12 to 15 per cent above year-ago 
levels. 

Prices on most of the farm products and 
foods were maintained at advanced levels 
in December and the early part of Jan- 
uary. Price ceilings for furniture, print- 
ing machinery, furnaces and various 
other manufactured products were ad- 
vanced and there were indications that 
the general level of steel prices would be 
raised. 

Prices of Treasury bonds have risen 
sharply in recent weeks with the result 
that yields are now at the lowest levels 
on record. Stock market prices rose 
sharply in January to the highest levels 
for a number of stocks since 1930. Effec- 
tive 21 Jan. the Board of Governors of the 
Federal Reserve System raised margin 
requirements for listed stocks to 100 per 
cent. 





A committee of nine nutrition experts, rep- 
resenting the U. S., French, and British zones 
of Germany, will make a 10-day tour of the 
three zones beginning on 10 Feb. to study 
German nutrition.

Commo. Halert C. Shepheard has been 
assigned to U. S. Coast Guard Headquar- 
ters, as Chief of the Merchant Vessel In- 
spection Division. He will relieve Commo. 
Norman B. Hall, who returns to his regu- 
lar Coast Guard duties. 

Shortly after the duties of the Bureau 
of Marine Inspection and Navigation 
were’ transferred 
to the Coast 
Guard from the 
Department of

The War Shipping Administration has 
announced plans for the immediate re- 
turn of some 150 troop transports re- 
leased or declared surplus to the mili- 
tary requirements for’ troop movement. 
These ships have been under the control 
of the armed services and do not in- 
clude approximately 200 WSA controlled 
Liberty ship transports now being re- 
leased. 

Included are 11 privately-owned pas- 
senger ships, eight government-owned 
passenger ships, 20 foreign-owned combi- 
nation passenger-cargo ships, and 35 pri- 
vately-owned and about 75 government- 
owned cargo ships converted to troop 
transports. The SS West Point taken over 
by the Maritime Commission early in the 
war is also one of those to be returned. 
The West Point, or America, as she is 
known in peacetime, operated only a short 
time before the war terminated her com- 
mercial service. 

In addition to the above vessels the 
WSA announced that modifications will 
be made on 21 vessels which will be used 
to carry Army and Navy dependents, 
wives and children, from all over the 
world. 

Published by the U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission, a new pamphlet, “Our Merchant 
Fleet,” is being distributed throughout 
the conntry as a means of teaching the 
A, B, C’s of merchant shipping to the 
American people.

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Reduce Military Requirements 

Secretary of War Patterson, reporting 
this week on his recently completed four- 
week world tour, told a Washington press- 
conference that it is planned to expedite 
closing out the less active theaters—In- 
dia-Burma, Middle East, Italy—so that 
we may concentrate our resources on the 
occupation of Japan and Germany. 

“There is also,” he said, “the contin- 
uing need to cut down activities as they 
become unnecessary to our reduced mili- 
tary requirements. Every effort is being 
made to discontinue services to other gov- 
ernmental agencies that have nothing to 
do with the support of our occupational! 
duties.” 

In some areas it will be necessary to 
retain Air Transport personnel. In both 
the India-Burma and Middle East thea- 
ters, Secretary Patterson said, the prin- 
cipal activity is now the collection and 
care of surplus property pending its dis- 
posal. A deadline will soon be set for the 
closing out of both theaters within a few 
months, except for a few hundred ATC 
personnel to maintain necessary weather. 
refueling and maintenance stations. 

Among leading impressions of his ob 
servations in Japan, Secretary Patterson 
said, was the striking progress made by 


General of the Army Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s forces. The Japanese military 


forces in the home islands, numbering 2.- 
700,000, have been disarmed and demobil- 
ized; the Japanese stores of munitions 
and the plants that produced them are in 
process of destruction or removal; hun- 
dreds of thousands of Koreans, Formo- 
sans and Chinese are being sent back to 
their home countries and millions of Jap 
anese are being brought back. Japanese 
leaders are being removed from office and 
a sound beginning toward democratic 
processes and reeducation of the Japa-

Reenlistment Changes 


Important amendments have been 
made to current Regular Army enlist- 
ment and reenlistment policies, the dead- 
line for reenlistment of separated per- 
sonnel having been extended from 1 Feb. 
to 1 July. 


The amendments effecting the change 
appear in War Department Circular 25, 
26 Jan., which rescinds paragraphs 10, 
11, and 12 of Cireular 310, 1945. Text of 
the new circular is as follows: 

10. Former enlisted men and individuals 
with no prior service. a. Grade in which en- 
listed. Applicants for enlistment or reenlist- 
ment in the Regular Army will be enlisted 
in the grades specified below. 

(1) Provided enlistment is accomplished on 
or before 30 June 1946. 

(a) Men honorably discharged and enlisted 
within 3 months after the date of discharge 
from active service will be enlisted in the 
grade held at the time of such discharge, 
permanent or temporary, whichever is higher. 

(b) Men honorably discharged from en- 
listed status in the grade of private, who 
have had satisfactory active service in the 
Army of at least 6 months, and who enlist 
within 3 months after the date of discharge 
from active service, will be enlisted in grade 
six (private first class). 

(2) Provided enlistment is accomplished on 
or after 1 July 1946. 

(a) Men honorably discharged and enlisted 
within 20 days after the date of discharge 
from active service will be enlisted in the 
grade held at the time of discharge, perma- 
nent or temporary, whichever is higher. 

(b) Men honorably discharged from en- 
listed status in the grade of private, who 
have had satisfactory active service in the 
Army of at least six months, and who en- 
list within 20 days after the date of discharge 
from active service, will be enlisted in grade 
six (private first class). 

(3) Certain former enlisted men who have 
not enlisted in the Regular Army, and who 
are not eligible to enlist therein in a grade 
higher than the sixth grade under the pro- 


visions of (1) above, may be enlisted 
in grades comm fat® with their prior 
training and experieftce, as specifically au+ 


thorized in separate War Department instruc- 
tions. 

(4) All other applicants, except as indicated 
in paragraph 11, will be enlisted in grade 
seven (private). 

b. Promotions. Men who have enlisted or 
reenlisted in the Regular Army on or after 1 
June 1945, in grades which do not correspond 
to the provisions of a(1) above, will be pro- 
moted accordingly, provided they would have 
qualified for enlistment in higher grades if 
the provisions of a(1) above had been in ef- 
fect at the time of their enlistment in the 
Regular Army. Appropriate notation will be 
entered in the service record of each man so 
promoted, showing grade to which promoted, 
date of promotion and special order, fol- 
lowed by: “(perm) to rank from (date), per 
WD Circular 310, 1945, as amended.” The spe- 
cial order promoting the enlisted man will 
cite as authority WD Circular 310, 1945, as 
amended, 

ec. Date of rank, Men enlisted in grades 
higher than grade six, under the provisions 
of a(1)(a) or a(2)(a) above, and those pro4 
moted as prescribed in b above, will be given 
the same date of rank as that held at the 
time of discharge from active service. 

d. Warrants. The grades in which men are 
enlisted under the provisions of a(1), (2), or 
(3) above, or to which they are promoted as 
prescribed in b above, are permanent, War- 
rants will be issued accordingly by the com- 
manding officer having appointing authority 
for the unit or station of first assignment, 
or of current assignment, whichever is ap- 
plicable. See paragraph 6, AR 615-5. (The 
provisions of par. 12, AR 615-5, are, for this 
specific purpose only, suspended.) 

11. Former officers, warrant officers, and 
flight officers. a. Grade in which enlisted. 
An applicant for enlistment whose last period 
of active service in the Army was in the 
status of commissioned officer, warrant offi- 
cer, or filght officer, and whose release from 
such status was on or after 12 May 1945 and 
under honorable conditions— 

(1) Will be enlisted in the first grade— 

(a) Provided such enlistment is effected on 
or before 30 June 1946, and within 3 months of 
the date of release from active service. (Date 
of release from active service is, for this 
purpose, the last day of terminal leave 
granted.) 

(b) Provided such enlistment is effected on 
or after 1 July 1946, and within 20 days of 
the date of release from active service. (Date 
of release from active service is, for this pur- 
pose, the last day of terminal leave granted.) 

(2) May, if not eligible to enlist in the first 
grade under provision of (1)(a) or (b) above, 
be enlisted in a grade commensurate with 
his prior training and experience, as spe- 
cifically authorized in separate War Depart- 
ment instructions. . 

b. Promotions, Former officers, warrant offi- 
cers, and flight officers, who have, since 12 





May 1945, enlisted in the Regular Army, or in 
the Army of the United States and subse- 
quently in the Regular Army, in a grade low- 
er than the first grade, will be immediately 
promoted to the first grade, provided they 
would have qualified for enlistment in the 
first grade under the provisions of a(1)(a) 
above, if such provisions had been in effect 
at the time of enlistment in the Regular 
Army. Appropriate notations, as prescribed 
in paragraph 10 b, will be made in the service 
record of each man so promoted. 

ec. Date of rank. 

(1) If the applicant for enlistment was dis- 
charged from enlisted status in the first 
grade to serve on active duty as a reserve 
officer, or to accept a commission or appoint- 
ment as warrant officer or flight officer in 
the Army of the United States, his date of 
rank will be the date of rank established by 
his permanent warrant in the first grade or 
will be the date of his temporary promotion 
to the first grade,. whichever is applicable. 

(2) If the applicant for enlistment was dis- 
charged from enlisted status in other than 
the first grade to serve on active duty as a re- 
serve officer, or to accept a commission or 
appointment as warrant officer or flight offi- 
cer in the Army of the United States, or was 
called to active duty or appointed from civil- 
ian life, his date of rank will be the date of 
entry on continuous active service as officer, 
warrant officer, or flight officer. 

d. Warrants. The grades in which men are 
enlisted under the provisions of a(1) and 
(2) above, or to which they are promoted as 
prescribed in b above, are permanent. War- 
rants will be issued accordingly by the com- 
manding officer having appointing authority 
for the unit or station of first assignment, 
or of current assignment, whichever is ap- 
plicable. See paragraph 6, AR 615-5. (Tue 
provisions of par. 12, AR 615-5, are, for this 
specific purpose only, suspended.) 

e. Reenlistment in grade. The provisions 
of this paragraph do not preclude the au- 
thorization to reenlist in grade, of former 
Regular Army enlisted men who were dis- 
charged to enter upon active duty as commis- 
sioned officers or warrant officers in the Army 
of the United States, as provided in para- 
graph 10d(1), AR 600-750, 30 September 1942, 
as amended by C 11, 9 March 15. 

12. Promotions. a, wor ory promoted, 
any person who, on or after 1 June 1945, 
heretofore enlisted, or hereafter shall enlist 
in the Regular Army in the seventh grade, 
shall on completing 6 months’ continuous 
and satisfactory active service, be promoted 
to the sixth grade. 

b. All units ard _insgallations receiving en- 
listed men holding tyes higher than the 
seventh grade as a resul® of enlistment under 
this circular or WD Circular 249, 1945, as 
arhended, and all units and installations pro- 
moting enlisted men to grades higher than the 
seventh grade under the provisions of para- 
graphs 10b, 11b, and 12a above, are author- 
ized to carry such personnel as excess in 
grade until absorbed by normal attrition. 

c. For the purpose of promotions specitical- 
ly authorized by this circular, the provisions 
of paragraphs 1c(1) and 8, AK 615-5, 7 De- 
cember 1945, are suspended. (All promotions 
subsequent to enlistment in the Regular 
Army, except those specifically authorized by 
this circular, are temporary.) 

Section I11, WD Circular 8, 1946, pertain- 
ing to the foregoing subject, is rescinded. 





Permanent Status 

In view of the Navy Department’s cur- 
rent enlistment program a new policy has 
been promulgated making certain tempo- 
rary advancements in rating, including 
changes in status to pay grade one, 
permanent, 

According to the Department all tempo- 
rary advancements in rating including 
changes in status to pay grade one ef- 
fected subsequent to 30 June 1944 shall 
be considered permanent and all advance- 
ments in rating and changes in status to 
pay grade one, effected subsequent to 31 
Jan, 1946 will be permanent. The Depart- 
ment points out that the ruling does not 
include transferred members of the Fleet 
Reserve including Fleet Reservists trans- 
ferred to the Retired List Regular Navy, 
who were temporarily advanced in rating 
while on active duty. 


Flight Pay 

Provisions of Executive Order No. 9195 
allowing six consecutive months for mak- 
ing up flight requirements, are operative 
only where combat conditions in the third 
month prevented the performance of suf- 
ficient flights to meet flight requirements, 
the Comptroller General ruled this week. 

The decision states that where flight 
deficiencies of two consecutive months 
were not made up during the third month, 
due to causes other than combat condi- 
tions, aviation pay may not be allowed 
for such three months on the basis of 
flights performed subsequent thereto, re- 
gardless of combat conditions existing 
during other than the third month.

Gen. Krueger Decorated 

Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger, USA, com- 
mander of the former Sixth Army, was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross 
and an Oak Leaf Cluster in lieu of a sec- 
ond Distinguished Service Medal by Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas MacArthur on 
26 Jan. 

The decorations were awarded in the 
Supreme Commander’s Tokyo home on 
the occasion of a luncheon in which both 
General MacArthur and General Krueger 
celebrated their birthdays. 1t was Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s sixty-sixth birthday 
and General Krueger’s sixty-fifth. 

General Krueger rose through United 
States Army ranks from private to gen- 
eral, and led the 6th Army under General 
MacArthur a year ago in the battle for 
Luzon. 

“No army in history ever had a greater 
leader than General Krueger,” the Su- 
preme Commander told guests as he pre- 
sented the double award. 


Study Court Martial System 

Under Secretary of War Royall an- 
nounced this week that Mr. Willis Smith, 
president of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, had agreed to appoint a committee 
of disinterested civilians to survey, and 
advise the War Department with respect 
Se procedures of Army courts mar- 

al. 

Under Secretary Royall suggested that 
the committee be composed of eminent 
members of the Bar or judiciary and of 
others experienced in the administration 
of justice. It is expected that extended 
examination will be made of the proce- 
dures and processes of the court martial 
system in light of the experience of the 
Army in World War II. General Royall 
recalled that after World War I the court 
martial system was similarly examined 
and that as a result the Articles of War 
were revised. 





Radar Study of Moon 

The Army Signal Corps, which lust 
week announced that its scientists had 
obtained radar echoes from the moon, al- 
ready has embarked upon a long-range 
research program to develop more relia. 
ble and informative techniques for radar 
study of the moon and the ionosphere, 

Maj. Gen. George L. Van Deusen, Chief 
of the Signal Corps’ Engineering and 
Technical Service, explained that the ra- 
dar research staff at the Evans Signal 
Laboratory will attempt to increase bot) 
the power and the sensitivity of the 
lunar radar, in order to obtain more deti- 
nite and informative oscilloscope indica 
tions. 

Another improvement in technique, 
which will be effected as soon as the 
necessary design changes can be made to 
the equipment, will permit the Signal 
Corps scientists to study the moon over 
a large portion of its path instead of ob- 
serving only its rise and fall. 

General Van Deusen explained that, al 
though wartime radar was designed to 
be rotated both horizontally and vertical- 
ly, the construction of a double antenna 
to increase the energy output for these 
observations had necessitated temporary 
elimination of the vertical rotation. 

This shortcoming will be remedied by 
the construction of a new antenna base, 
comparable in design to bases used for 
large telescopes at astronomical observa- 
tories. The radar then will be able to 
“scan” vertically as well as horizontally. 

General Van Deusen pointed out that 
this improvement will be valuable not 
only for studying the moon but for com- 
puting the effects of the ionosphere upon 
radio waves. As the radar follows the 
moon across the sky, its beam will first 
pass through the ionosphere at a tangent 
to the earth’s surface, when the moon 
first rises. A few hours later, when the 
moon is approaching the zenith, the radar 
beam will be nearly perpendicular to 
both the earth’s surface and the several 
strata of the ionosphere. 

This technique,” used in conjunction 
with standard astronomical observations 
of the moon, may enable the Signal Corps 
to learn exactly what effects the iono- 
sphere has upon radio waves striking il 
at various angles. It may also provide 
valuable data upon the relationship be 
tween the radar antenna and the sui 
rounding terrain in shaping the radar 
beam. This data will be particularly sig: 
nificant in view of the fact that “siting” 
the radar has always been one of the 
most important problems in the estab 
lishment of wartime radar facilities. 

Elaborating upon the initial War De 
partment release on the radar “observa 
tion” of the moon, General Van Deusen 
explained that studies of the rise and 
fall of the moon have been made over 4 
period of several weeks. He said the ra- 
dar now in use first detects the moon 
when it rises to a height of one degree 
above the horizon. ‘Lhe observers cal 


then follow the moon for 10 to 15 minutes, § 


until it rises above the top of the radar 
beam. 

Another 10-to-15-minute observatiov 
‘an be made when the moon is setting. 
In the two types of observations, the Sig 
nal Corps scientists have found that the 
radar beam is divided into two separate 
“lobes,” with a brief “blind spot” between 
the two. The form of the lobes is believed 
to be determined by the relationship of 
the antenna to the surrounding terral.. 

A major problem in the lunar observa 
tions made to date by the Signal Corps 
has been the radio interference resultins 
from static caused by the ignition sy* 
tems of nearby automobiles. Ordinal’ 
static suppression devices, which ar 
used to prevent static interference in ve 
hicular radios, are not effective in this 
case because the radar receiver is 80 & 
tremely sensitive.
